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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Reconsideration of this application in light of the above 
amendments is courteously solicited. 

Applicant requests non-entry of the Amendment Under 3 7 
C.F.R. 1.116 filed on May 6, 2005. 

The examiner indicated previously submitted dependent claim 
4 7 which depended directly from independent claim 3 9 as 
containing allowable subject matter. Applicant by the instant 
Preliminary amendment has incorporated the subject matter of 
dependent claim 47 into an amended claim 39. In light of the 
foregoing, it is submitted that claim 39 is now in condition for 
allowance . 

In addition to the foregoing, claims 48-51, 57-60 and 64 
and 65 which were previously withdrawn as a result of the 
examiner's Restriction Requirement should be rejoined in light 
of the indication of allowance of amended claim 39. Claims 48, 
49, 50 and 57 have been amended so as to comply with the formal 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

In light of the foregoing, it is submitted that all of the 
claims as pending patentably define over the art of record and 
an early indication of same is respectfully requested.
